the main entrance and the cafeterias, etc.) were added to the purchase 
order. 
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Interior Signs - said she has heard nothing from 
Creative Signage on Oe oe SE SIGS cuauested using kiosks 
at several locations around the building instead of so many signs on 
tripods. He mentioned that he saw one at NPIC that could probably be 
built by the carpenters and used experimentally in the hallway by the 
cafeterias. will bring a trial design for one to next month's 
meeting. asked the members for any other ideas they might 
have for consolidating some of the signs throughout the building. 


Blue walls in Auditorium -[__——Cédi Said that after’ talking 
to several people, it would be too big a task to change the background 
color to complement the blue disc. Three possible colors (suitable for 
use with television cameras) were suggested for repainting the disc 
instead. After much discussion, the members decided that these alter- 
natives are no better, that the colors currently used in the Auditorium 
probably are not offensive to most people, so they will remain as they 
are. 


4, Headquarters Exterior Committee Activities. 


The work on the road resurfacing is progressing, and most members 
agreed the contractor is doing a good job. mentioned that the 
sidewalk along North Road was torn up and wondered if it would be replaced 
under the current contract. [[——C—C] ALSO. Mentioned thee grass and 
shrubbery which have been destroyed by the contractor and asked 
to check on both of these items. brought several hazardous 
situations to the Commission's attention: the uneven sidewalks on both 
sides of the road going up to West Parking Lot; the road from the 
lower to the upper part of West Parking where there is a mud hole which 
resulted when the sidewalk was torn up and never replaced; a curb 
which was destroyed and then filled in with asphalt which keeps sinking; 
and many low branches which are still hanging over the sidewalks on the 
way to West parking. These are hazards both to sighted and unsighted 
employees who must walk to and from West Parking Lot each day.
